City Council Renews C of C Contract 


The Elba City Council meeting 


‘ moved briskly Monday evening 


with the group hearing a routine po- 
lice report, paying bills, opening 
bids on police car, tractor and sew- 
er lift station. 

That is - everything went briskly 
until the eleventh item on the agen- 
da which was renewal of the Cham- 
ber of Commerce contract. 

When it was time to discuss this 
item, Mayor Fred Moore stated he 
had some comments before the 
council made a decision. Moore ex- 
plained that the previous contract 
called for the city to pay the coun- 
cil $500 a quarter for a total of 
$2,000 a year but it cost a whole lot 
more than that to support the organ- 
ization. 

Moore reminded. the council 
members that the city was asked to 

y for the Welcome To Elba signs 
installed this past year and they 
would be reimbursed. He said the 
$530 has not been repaid. Moore 
also noted it cost $1,137.95 to run 
electric lines to the lighted signs. 
As an afterthought he stated people 
were complaining to the city about 
the signs and “we had nothing to do 
with the design of the things.” 

Moore continued with a state- 
ment that the Chamber had an of- 
fice right in city hall but city offi- 
cials learned what was going on 
with the recent Christmas Festival 
by reading The Elba Clipper. 

He announced that it cost the 
city $1,291.81 to get electricity to 
-all the places on the square the 
Chamber wanted for the Christmas 


Festival. 

"We need to do all these things 
but I want you folks to know what 
it cost us to support the Chamber of 
Commerce before you vote to give 
them any money," Moore said. 

Councilman Eddie Vaughan 
spoke up with some information on 
the Welcome signs and explained 
he was involved in getting the city 
to support installation of the signs 
as part of the Alabama Reunion 
program. He also noted the signs 
were a bit disappointing and that is 
probably why some of the clubs 
who had pledged to pay for them 
were slow about taking any action. 

Mrs. Jean Kennett, executive di- 
rector of the chamber, spoke up and 
told Moore that at least two groups 
had given her money to repay the 
city. She said she was holding the 
checks until something could be 
worked out to make the signs more 
attractive. Plans for publicity pic- 
tures to be arranged with the club 
and Moore are also part of the de- 
lay, she explained. 

Moore said that in his opinion 


“The Chamber and City need to 
work closely together. The Cham- 
ber needs to keep the city informed 
of projects they have going on if 
they are to expect city support”. 

The Council voted to renew the 
contract and to work with Moore 
and the Chamber to iron out any 
differences between the two. 

Full time city employees were 
given a one-time $50 pay raise in 
December. This was started sever- 


al years ago to avoid trouble with 
the state law that makes it illegal to 
give Christmas bonuses. 

Bills totaling $10,122.82 were 
approved for payment. Moore ex- 
plained that it cost $2,652.72 for 
pipe to repair a sewer line on Put- 
nam Street at Beaver Dam Creek; 
$700 for asphalt for street repair 
and $1700 for work on the "pool 
project”. The balance was for rou- 
tine monthly expenses. 

Bids were opened for a new po- 
lice car with only two bidders re- 
sponding. Cook Chevrolet was low 
with a bid of $12,075.00. The coun- 
cil voted to accept this bid. 

An all purpose tractor is needed 
by the street department, according 
to Mayor Moore. The council voted 
to buy one from Elba Tractor Co. at 
a bid cost of $12,075.00. This was 
$76 higher than a bid from Fleming 
Ford in Enterprise, but was within 
the limits allowed to purchase lo- 
cally. 

Bids on a new sewer pump Sta- 
tion to be instalied behind the ele- 
mentary school were opened with 
Donald Smith Co. of Headland be- 
ing low bidder with a base bid of 
$29,155.00 for installing the pump. 
An alternate to install the connect- 
ing sewer pipe was bid at 
$24,519.56. 

This bid was $21,389.34 lower 
than the only other bid, but both 
were higher than expected, accord- 
ing to Mr. Bobby Lee, engineer for 
the project. No decision was made 
at the meeting on accepting or re- 
jecting the bids. This will be done 
after Lee makes a recommendation 
to the mayor and council. 

Police Chief Freddie Hanchey 
told the council his department had 
received 11k) complaints since the 
last council megting, including sev- 
en traffic accidents. 

They have issued 26 traffic cita- 
tions, including, 3 for DUI. The de- 
partment has made 14 criminal ar- 
rests. 

The anifal: control officer has 
impounded ten dogs and one was 
returned to the owner. 

Hanchey told the council that 
police officers had made five ar- 
rests for selling cleaner from door- 
to-door in violation of city laws.

If the alleged brutality, as report- 
ed by the victim, did indeed occur, 
then possibly her civil rights were 
violated, Devane said. The incident 
would then falls within the jurisdic- 
tion of the federal government and

In fact, God chose the most 
lowly of forms for His incarnation, 
when He assumed our perspective 
in the Bethlehem baby. 

Reread the Christmas story and 
notice its simplicity; A teenage 
couple far from home with no place 
to lay their heads, much less their 
newborn son.
